CSUS business school’s growth explained

Increased enroliment and a shortage of qualified 
instructors are blarned for record class overfills in 
lower division business courses at CSUS, Associate 
Dean D. O. Calkins stated Thursday 

Preliminary enroliment figures show that of 
16,605 students registered, 3,194 Full Time 
Equivalent (FTE) students are majoring in business 
and public administration, nearly 20 percent of the 
full time student body. FTE represents a full time 
course load of 15 units or more 

“There is a movement across the United States 
for students to take programs in college that are 
usable and likely to find them jobs,” said Calkins 
“Five or six years ago, only ten percent of those en-

$50 million program 
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rolled were majoring in business and business ad- 
ministration. The percentage has risen to over 20 
percent.” 

“This has resulted in pressure to hire more 
faculty, and the university administration has been 
very cooperative about providing budget support for 
this,” he added 

Current trends show business majors are 
withdrawing at the bachelor's or master's level to 
pursue other ventures, Calkins continued. As a 
result, he said, fewer Ph.D 's, needed as instructors, 
are being produced by schools 

The CSUS School of Business is accredited by 
the American Assembly of Collegiate Schools of 
Business (AACSB), a nationwide accrediting body

The increased enroliment of 
Students, the closing down of the 
parking lot on “J” Street and the 
beginning of the semester ali con-

According to parking ad 
mimstrator Jim Leese, the maih 
problem has been students par.

Leese estimuted that 75 percent 
of aii traffic citations are issued” 
because students didn't have the 
proper deca! or were iliegally 
parked The citations range from 
$4, for an expired meter. to $10 for 
an iliegal park 

My four daily officers write an 

average of $100 a day in traffic 





approximately 200 are fully accredited, some only to 
the bachelor's or master's level. CSUS. which 
received its accreditation in 1963, is certified to the 
doctoral level. The AACSB sets up standards its 
members must comply with, including instructor 
qualifications. A certain number of “student hours” 
must be taught by instructors with doctorates 

“In marketing, for example, 40 percent (of the 
instructors) teaching undergraduates and 75 
percent teaching graduates must have doctorates,” 
Calkins commented. “Each segment of the program 
must meet these percentages. It's a complicated 
system of meeting quality requirements.” 

“There are as many as 150 companies moving 
into the Sacramento area in the next five years, and 
about one - half are computer companies, such as 


Hewlett - Packard,” said Calkins. “Lots of smaiier 
companies come in to feed off the larger ones as 
well.” 

Enroliment ‘s expected to remain high as the new 
companies increase the population of the area by 
Providing jobs. in turn, more students will continue 
to drop out at the bacheior's or master's level to find 
a place with fledging businesses 

Calkins emphasized that the schoo! must main- 
tain continued orderly growth and recruit additional 
qualified personne! He added that CSUS advertises 
nationwide and attends scholarly meetings to 
promote the school and solicit interest 

“We are operating under the assumption that

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citations,” Leese said. “The night 
shift, which consists of two men 
writes an average of $50 to $75 
nightly 

Leese suggests that students 
arrive at the campus early to obtain 
the best parking spaces. Ac- 
cording to Leese, “Students ar- 
riving at 8:30 a.m. may find aspace 
in lots one and two, located in the 
front of the campus. But students 
who arrive at 10:30 or 11 am 
should drive back to lot eight 
located behind the campus 

Leese estimates that the waik 
from lot eight to the administration 
building = takes approximately 
twelve minutes. “| can't relate to 
students who say the distance is 
too far to walk,” Leese concluded 

Although Leese revealed that 
the carpool program is doing well, 
ne added the Public Safety Ser- 
vices plans to stop assigning 
spaces for a while Already 110 
Student car pools have been 
formed with another 20 on the 


th

Leese said the carpoolers will 
always have prime parking 
locations available to them. “The 
prime locations are a reward for 
students who took tne initiative, 
time and the effort to form car- 
pools,” he added 

The carpool lots will be located 
in three different areas on campus 
Ali of the locations will be close to 
the inter workings of the campus 
and the carpoolers will be given 
special decais for identification 
purposes 


Leese concluded that the in- 
creased enroliment and the role it 
plays in the Parking problem is 
similar to parking problems which 
Plague ail universities at the begin- 
ning of the semester. However, the 
Situation nas warranted the use of 
temporary spaces on grassy fields 
and gravel lots located by the Child 
Care Center 

There are 6,450 total parking

However, since the student 
body has been estimated at 24 000 
to 25,000, only one - fourth of the 
entire student body can drive to 
school and not cause a traffic or 
parking slowdown 

Although the number of student 
decals sold through the cashier's 
office this semester is now known 
an Accounting Dept. source did 
say that because of the increased 
enroliment no one has been able to 
tackle the decal equation 


According to the department 
spaces at CSUS. However, 1.318 
are assigned to faculty and staff 
Another 550 are for dorm residents 
only, while 77 more are set aside 
for handicapped students and 252 
metered spaces for visitors and 
Students. Finally, there are 3.604 
Spaces set aside for commuter 
students

Computer program begins

As a result of a $50 illion 
California State Universities and 
Colleges computer updating 
program, the number of students 
using computing is expected to 
double in two years, the 
chancellor's office has an- 
nounced. The office believes it to 
be “the largest such installation 
ever undertaken by an academic 
institution.” 


CSUS students are already 
benefiting from new hardware 
installed this summer, claimed Dr 
John Miles, director of the «:om- 
puting services. The expanded 
complex now known as the Sac- 
ramento Conversion Center, 


handles the workload of eight nor- 
thern California campuses during 
equipment replacement. After the 
punched card system is phased 
out, users will profit immensely, 
Miles added 


“Last semester, our turn 
around time started out at two and 
a half hours and increased to eight 
hours. Now we can get it back in 
minutes. The slowest part of the 
operation now is having an 
operator tear the output off the 
printer,” Miles stressed 


The card system will be 
replaced by “interactive” CRT 
(cathode ray tube) terminals, 


which combine a keyboard and 
video screen. Substantial time 
savings are expected, as this 


interactive system gives 


immediate response toinput,Miles =" 


said 

“The quality of instruction will 
improve, not only because the 
saved time will allow faster 
progress but also as students com- 
municate directly with the 
hardware You begin to realize not 
only the power of the computer. 
but also how little it knows without 
human instruction,” the director 
asserted 

Plans call for a complete tran- 
sition to interactive terminals 
within a year. As the project con- 
tinues, at least 20 more remote 
printers are hoped for, Miles said 

“CSUS has gained overall in 
computing power, but has given 
up some room and personne!” to 
accomodate the system, Miles

South African nation ripe for international conflict

South Africa is a simmering pot where biacks are treated as “crap” 
and all the ingredients for an international conflict are present, ac- 
cording to Dr. Robert Curry 

Curry recently returned from South Africa where he spent four 
months as a consultant for the Cabinet Ministry and worked for the 
Canadian Foreign Aid Program. Curry was a Fullbright Scholar at the 
oF University of Zambia and is a Professor of Economics at CSUS. 


{ }) “Blacks live under an apartheid rule,” Curry explained. “They are

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told where they may live, what nationality they are, where they may 
’ work, who they may have sex with, who they may marry, what they 
may road and where they may go to the bathroom.” 
Further, blacks are not allowed to owr, property, be a member of an 
effective political party or hold political office, Curry said. 
“South African blacks live in slums and shanty housing,” he con- 
tinued. “They aro told who to vote for and which election to vote in.” 
Some blacks are not considered South African citizens. They are 
forced to live on reserves, the most parts of the coun-

In mid - July, Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. signex 
SB 200, a comprehensive water bill whict througn a 
series of water projects will steal water from the Sac- 
ramento - San Joaquin River Delta 

The Peripheral Canal, one project in the series, 
will take water from Hood, south of Sacramento and 
lead it to a holding reservoir at Clifton Court Forebay 
in Contra Costa County. From there it will travel 
through the the California Aqueduct to the Met- 
ropolitan Water District in Los Angeles County 

The only way for property owners to fight this $23 
million rip - off is to support the “California Con- 
fluence” a group of anti - canal advo: ates con- 
ducting a 550,000 signature drive halt the 
Peripheral project through a state referendum in the 
1982 primary 

The fight against the canal is not a North versus 
South battle for the South has as much to lose as the 
Delta 

The Metropolitian Water district already notes a 
water surpius through the year 1990. Why does it 
need more? Business interests in the district plan to 
sell the surplus and additional fresh Delta water to 
agribusinesses in Kern County at dirt cheap prices 
These large farms are owned by corporations such 
as Tenneco, Standard Oil and Times - Mirror, parent 
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ion attacked

~alifornia is in need of a comprehensive water 
project, but SB 200 is definitely not the answer 

The state instead needs a series of waste water 
management programs enabling districts to 
conserve and recycle available water 

The California Confiuence is spearheaded by 
Contra Costa County Supervisors Sunne McPeak 
and Eric Hasseltine who began their battie dubbed 
“Water Wars III." minutes after Gov. Brown signed 
SB 200 into effect 

The referendum will halt all projects in the bill un- 
til the water issue is placed before the California 
voters in the 1982 election. However, time for the 
signature Campaing is running out. The California 
Confluence has until Sept. 14 to collect the needed 
signatures or the Delta is doomed 

The Delta, from Sacramento to the rare Oakland 
estuary, Must not be destroyed There will be no way 
to clean up the San Francisco Bay if it becomes a 
cesspool because of saltwater intrusion 

A representative from the Califorma Confluence

In the late ‘60s - early '70s the cry for relevance 
was heard loud and clear throughout the Amer:can 
colleges and universities 

The student movement was at its peak. Students 
and teachers were unsatisfied with the way our 
American democratic system was leading the 
nation. Americans became disenchanted with 
political leaders, and began questioning the system 
The pressure of world and national crises stirred the 
passivity of apathetic student bodies translating it 
into rage against the status quo 

Behind the rage was hunger for a more nourish- 
ing educational experience Students fought against 
being reduced to numbers on a punch card. They 
sought participation in curriculum reform and ques- 
tioned the relevance of traditional grading. They

“They (South African whites) say that the blacks live better than 
other blacks throughout other African countries. But, an average per 
capita income of Bantusians, a tribal group in South Africa, is higher 
than only 10 of the 50 African countries. And while the income is high 
the biacks still live under apartheid.” 

Thus, Curry continued, “The economic argument is not true The 
issue is that South African biacks are regarded as crap, not as human 
beings.” 

if within three years there is not a fundamental resolution of the 
apartheid issue, chances are likely that events will become progres 
sively worse “and create a more severe civil war inthe countr y,” Curry 
explained 


There is also a chance of outside, East - West intervention without 
the ability of a humane solution So much is at stake,” Curry con- 
tinued. “There are all the ingredients for an international conflict — 
economics, geo - political and military.” 

Curry predicts that during the next four years the conflict will 
mature and have “enormous impact on East - West relations.” 

‘This summer there appeared to be @ major shake - up in the 
Cabinat, allegedly to give the moderates a strong hand in doing away 
with some parts of the apartheid, but the shake - up was not designed 
to go to the core” 

There is more pressure on the government to dismantie apartheid, 
Curry explained, but there is a counterforce of whites who wish to 
maintain the status quo which benefits whites and rich whites who do 


not want to see any change, “although they wouid like to see some
